1 . Claims 1 -5 and 7-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The allowable 
subject matter is found In the three independent claims 1 , 8 and 9. The allowable 
subject matter not found in the closest prior art of record includes the combination of 
elements as presented by the claims, specifically the drive mechanism and transmission 
elements in arms of the lifting device. The closest prior art, Adams (US 4,027,771) fails 
to show a drive mechanism within the arms.
